to be the firſt thing in our Purpoſes and Deſires:

proceeds; Forces are raiſed, led by ſome of the 


| Decemviri, and with the Sabines they meet in 


the Field: I know your Lordſhips expect the 
event; My Authors words of his Country Men 
ate theſe?

No doubt, my Lords, but your Juſtice ſhall 
have the like effect upon this diſpirited People; 
tis not the Reſtitution of our Antient Laws a- 


lone, but the Reſtauration of our Antient Courage 


which is expected from your Lordſhips: I need 


not ſay any thing to move your juſt indignation, 
that this Man ſhould fo Cheaply give away that 


which your Noble Anceſtors with ſo much Cou- 
rage and Induſtry had fo long maintain'd : Lou 
have often been told how careful they were, 
though with the hazard of their Lives and For-
